SENATE. 

Plumb reported a Senate joint re- 
solution authorizing the extension for 
one year, of the time of payment for 
land on preemption or homestead 
claims whenever, by reason of the 
failure of crops, the settlers were un- 
able to make payment within the 
time prescribed bylaw.

The 
calendar was then taken up, the first 
bill being the House bill, to prevent 
the products of convict labor from 
bing furnished to or for the use in 


any department of the government, |

Passed over, and the 
next bill was taken’ up; which was 
the House bill to amend the contract 
labor law. 

This morning the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Committee of Conference 
on the Tariff bill joined their Repub- 
lican associates and began the exam- 
ination of the amendments agreed 
upon by the Republicans. 

The situation at 12:30 o’clock was 
unchanged.

Congressmen not connected with 
the committee say they understand 
the conferees have de-ided to make 
No. 16 the dividing line between free 
and dutiable sugars ; the lowest duties 
on the higher grades to be six-tenths 
ofacent per pound, and a duty of 
one cent per pound be imposed upon 
binder twine. This cannot be con- 
firmed by the statements of the con- 
ferees, yet it may be correct.

A Rural Dean Who Carried Out the Church 
ef Engiand Eitasi Under Difficu ties

“Come over to the church in half an 
hour, Myra. A couple are to be mar- 
ried then. It may amuse you to see one 
of our previncial ceremonies ” 

My grandfather was a rural dean near 
Petit Codiaec, or as they called it in the 
vernacular, pettivoat-and-jacket, writes 
Mrs. M. L. Rayne, in the Detroit Free 
Press, and it would he hard to imaginé 
a simpler life, of one more remote from 
the fashion Which passeth away. The 
little stone church was old and pictur- 
esque, and the people who worshiped 
there were as quaint and original as if 
they had stepped out of another century.
